YOUR HAIRS NUMBERED 


Method Has Peen Devised For Plant- 
ing Scaips 

Dr. Szekely Ferenez bas devised a 
method for implantes hair into the 
gealps of bald-headed pérsons. In 
carrying out the process the scalp is 
first carefully cleansed and anesthe- 
tized with a’ solution of vovocaine. 
The operator uses a number of small 
hooks made of gold wire and in the 
eyelet of © hook a doubly fold 
hair is insérted. The hook is then 
pushed into the scalp with the aid of 
a Pravatz needle of which from 300 
to 400 are in readiness all prepared 
with hook and fair and of course, 
thoroughly sterilized before use. 
When the needle has been pushed 
into the scalp it is turned at a right 
angle and then pulled out, leaving 
tho natr under the skin fastened by 
the oulstanding end of the hook, As 
at one sitting not more than from 
800 to 400 rs can be implanted, a 
full head of hair requires from twenty- 
five to forty sittings, assum§jng that 
from 10,000 to 20,000 hairs will cover 
a head, Dr. Szekely is someiimes 
able to apply the treatment every al- 
ternate day. If there is an inflam-

SELECTION OF FEEDERS. 


Points That Indicate Ability of Cattle 
to Lay on Flesh. 

One of the principal factors affecting 
the success or failure of the cattle 
feeder is the degree of ability he pos 
senses in selecting bis stockers, writes 
W. H. Underwood in lowa Homestead. 

When It ia known that 55 per cent 
of the value of the entire carcass is 
represented In the three cuts along the 
back, known as ribs, porterhouse and 
sirloin, and that in a first class animal 
these three cuts are about 35 per cent 
of his dressed weight It ls easy to see 
that the terms “bee? type” and “mar 
ket requirements” must harmonize ip 
the greatext possible degree. 

From what has been sald ft {s not 
a difficuit matter to see why a beef 
animal should be broad across the

‘The meat is not evenly dis 
tributed, but appears bunehy. With 
this dixadvantage he cannot command 
the highest market price. The boner 
should not be too fine, or they will fall 
td grow sufficiently to reach the desired 
weight, and if too coarse there will 
be an excess of bone. As a compromise 
between the feeder and the consumer 
we waut cattle of a medium bone, that 
will mature to a good, profitable 
weight.
